SUBJECT! Maetlng with Ur. lyan UOCHEJV 



!• On Thursday, 3 January 1957, the following officers met 
operationally with Subject for approcidiDately five houre in a rocta at tbs 
Cooasodore Hotel, New York City* Ho true names were used in registering 
or meetings 
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2* The following points were covered in the meeting! 

a* At the recent congress (convention) of the "Bulgarian National 
Rrant" In Toronto, Khristo STATEF7 of Rome, Italy was chosen 
to continue as President of the EN7* Ivan D0CHE7 was eonfixmed 
aiB General Secretary and In charge of "Organizational and 
Revolutionary Activities*" 

b* Early in the meeting DOCHEV made a suggestion that emigres of 
bis ohooslng ought to be placed on the staff of BTE and 7QA 
in order to increase the effectiveness of broadcasts to 
Bulgaria* Specif ically be suggested his man in ftanich, 

VtJlCHE7, replace the deceased Alexander DIMI1R07 as head of 
VOA, Mi^eh, It was diplsmatioally suggested to D0CEE7 that 
eaigrea with alleged infloence over broadcasts from Radio 
Hsdrld should first improve the mediocre outpit from that 
station by way of demonstrating vhat they could do In the 
poropaganda baalness* 

c* DOCHEV inquired whether some financial support eoiild be found 
for his Bulgarian language news sheet publiahed in Toronto* 

He was advised that ve could give no direct support to such 
an organ* 

d* Concerning a general proposition broached hy us In a previous 
meeting, DOCHEV stated be feels now that be can undertake such 
travel as necessary to do spotting and current assessment on 
UW assets in Europe and elsewhere. So long as his absence 
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Blight be for a month or more rather than a series of short 
trips, be feels he can practicably locate and place vmder 
contract a responsible person to run his Toronto business 
while D0CHE7 is gone* This is particularly true for winter 
months* While specific financing was not arrived at, the 
following general points were settled on. The replacement 
to run IXXSHBT's business could be expected to at least 
realise enough profit to discharge I^BE7<s contract ohliga- 
tioxis to him. With our paying DCX/HS7'8 travel expenses and 
per diem, the remaining problems of his wife's support and 
payments on his hooe should fall substantially within the 
suggested subsidy of (400 monthly, which ve mentioned again 
at this meeting. 

e. DOCHEV advised that he had at the BNF convention broached the 
subject of his making visits to scattered chapters of the BNF 
for the purpose of consolidating and strengthening the organ- 
isation* He reported that the proposal was approved and a 
small fund started for the purpose of financing sane* He felt 
that this move on his part and the existence of a fund would 
serve to cover a trip made on our behalf* 

f* Ve told DCXyBEV the names of the iMo Bug V/T prospects ve have 
contacted and some others ve have in mind* He said be is well 
aoqoalnted with them all, approves of them for the intended 
purpose, and premised to oontaot them and add his endorsement 
to their working with us* 

g* One slightly new angle introduced ty DOGHEV was his proposal 
to visit chapters of the 6NF In the Eastern U.S* and Eastern 
Canada before going to Europe* Reasons given veres 

(1) A strong, olosaly Imit BR? organization will strengthen 
the BRF's voice concerning an expected formation of a 
foxioal Bulgarian government in exile in Spain and 
strengthen the Q^P's hand in all Bulgarian emigre 
affairs* Thie should redound to our benefit if we are 
\X8lng the BN7* 

( 2 ) A stronger 6NF would have greater Inflnenoe and attraction 
for assets which DOGHEV might spot and contact* 
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(3) DOCHSV Is not sure but vbat the better axuX greater 
number of Bug W assets may have emigrated away ftom 
Europe. Wherever they may be^ ve want to at least 
Xooate and list the willing and qualified ones, a 
thing vhiob be oould and would accomplish on this 
side before going to Europe. 

3* Without having had details spelled out at great length, DOCREV 
seems to have fallen mentally in step with what ve want to accomplish* 

Hs had a good Idea of the kind of BW assets ve are looking for and a 
realistic grasp of the numerous steps ve must go through and cautions ve 
must observe. He has his objectives and ve have ours, and they appear 
compatible. 

4. DOCEEY's next move vUl be to locate a temporary manager who will 
contract to handle his business. He will notify us by mall vben be has 
done so, giving us at least a week's notice as to vben ve can have another 
Rev York meeting. At this meeting ve will go over final instructions 
prior to hie Worth American trip, give him questionnaires to be filled cut 
on potential assets be spots, work out financial details with him, and 
provide him fUnds for hia trip. 

5. ^ day foUoving the meeting 1XX}HE\T reported back that be bad 
visited with the tvo Bug V/T prospects ve have contacted and had added 
his blessing for their working freely with us. 
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
